1. This Change Transmittal issues a revision to subchapter 14 FAM 520 at 
14 FAM 524.3, Amending Travel Orders, subparagraph b(l): Travel 
orders must be amended when (1) in the case of temporary duty (TDY), 
the date of departure or return differs by more than 2 days from the 
date authorized on the original travel orders.
